THE REPUBLIGAN POLICY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,——Anyone who uses fallacious) argu- 
ments must be either a fool or an affirmer of 
titat’ which. is notes fool” if‘ he’ eannot 
perceive that they, are fallacious; an affirmer 
of that which is not, if he knows that they 
are fallacious. There are people in Ireland 
to-day who tell us that our present political 
and economi¢ troubles would vanish if the 
oath of allegiance to the King were removed 
from the Constitution, and if Ireland 
separated from the British Empire. Let us 
examine some of the causes of our troubles, 
and see if the Republican programme would 
remove them. 

During the four. years of the Great War 
half the world was engaged in wasting its 
substance in riotous living, Then, like the 
prodigal, we began to be in want. Would 
an Irish Republic remove the inevitable aftev- 
war slump? Coming to Ireland, we may 
mention the following facts:—The with. 
drawal of the Imperial military and naval 
forces withdrew « great deal of money and 
employment from Southern Ireland. Uoless 
the ssp enema, intend to invite them back 

iow can they make up for this loss? 
\ large number of Irish civil servants have 
been pensioned off, and a new set put into 
their place. We have to pay the pensions uf 
the former class and the salaries of the 
latter—e.g., the KI.C. and the Civic Guards. 
To get a pension or a dole for doing nothing 
seems to be a general ambition at present. 
Many of these pensioners have left the 
country for various reasons, and ‘spend their 
money abroad. 

The destruction of buildings, bridges, 
mansions, etc., during the civil war has now 
to be paid for. The senseless and wanton 
destruction of the residences of wealthy 
Irishmen, who gave much employment, has 
driven a great many of these people out of 
the country, to the improverishment of the 


districts in which they lived. In 
this parish. Fmo Park, the residence 
of the Earl of  Portarlington, was 
occupied, on two. ór three occasions 
by the Imperial Forces. This threatened the 
mansion with destruction by the I.R.A. 


Accordingly, the proprietor, taking warning 
by the fate of others, removed its most 
valuable contents to England and auctioned 


off the rest. The number of employés is 
now reduced to a minimum. The family find 
| England a more congenial home, and there 
is no prospect of their returning. This is 
happening all over Southern Ireland. It is 
the direct result of Republican principles and 
actions. 

The partition of Ireland into two separate 
States is another cause of our present de- 
pression. It is bad for trade, and the cost 
of two Governments is burdensome. A little 
time and patience and a conciliatory attitude 
between North and South would, in all pro- 
bability, have won the Ulster Colony to 
accept a measure of constitutional Home 
Rule for the whole of Ireland, such as Mr, 
John Redmond: advocated—a principle upon 


which the whole British Empire is now 
established. The Republican policy made 
partition inevitable. Does any man in his 
senses now believe that the same policy 
would restore a tcnited Ireland ? 

There -are other causes of out present 
financial depression, but I[ think I have 
mentioned the most important. Repub- 


licanism would not remove them, but rather 
accentuate them. Let us now consider a 
few of the consequences which would result 
from the return at the coming election of a 
party pledged to repudiate the present 
political settlement. Southern Irishmen 
would lose their British citizenship. <A great 
number of Irishmen value this very highly 
for themselves and for their children, and 
would resist the loss with, all their power. 
It would not bring independence. How could 
our little island, which could not build and 
sustain a single modern battleship, be in- 
dependent under the shadow of a nation 
which possesses the most powerful navy in 


the world? 
Would any nation in the world take us 
under its wing? Bolshevist Russia might 


be willing to do so in order to weaken Great 
Britain; but would Great Britain allow her 
to do so? Every military and naval 
authority knows that a separated Ireland 
would weaken the defence of the Empire 
in its most vital part. Is such a thing pos- 
sible or conceivable? A repudiation of the 
Treaty settlement would be a deliberate act 
of revolt and aggression on our part, and 
would amount. to a declaration of war on 
Great Britain. You may declare war; but it 
is not so easy to stop it, and the consequences 
may be disastrous. Tt is no harm to remind 
Mr. de Valera and his party that, when in 
June, 1922, there was a danger of the Treaty’s 


being repudiated, arrangements were made 
for the bombardment of Dublin and the 


blockade of the chief ports in Southern Ire- 
land. We have suffered enough from the 
revolt of 1916 and its consequences. It was 
child’s play compared with what a repudia- 
tion of the Treaty would involve. Let those 
who desire such a war vote for the Repubii- 
can candidates. 

No; we now enjoy the 
friendship and protection of Great 
and the Empire. We have complete freedom 
to manage our awn internal affairs. Our 
peace and prosperity depend upon our wisdom 
and energy. Why should we wantonly vlunge 
our country into a conflict which could only 
end in disaster and ruin’-—Yours, etc.,

CONFLICTING EVLDENCE 
AT’ BRAY. 
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At Bray District Court yesterday, before 
Mr. Price, D.J., Mr. William Ireland, licensee 
of the Grand Hotel, Greystones, was sum- 
moned for permitting a breach of the licens- 
ing regulations. Mr. Joseph O’Connor, K.C. 
(instructed by Mr, J. M. Magee, solicitor), 
defendal. : 

Superintendent Casserly gave evidence 
that at 10.3.p.m.,on Saturday, 16th ult., 
accompanied by Inspector ve and Sergeant 
Hunt, he entered the hotel by the rear door. 
When going along the passage to the smoke- 
room, where the bar was situated, he ob- 
served Mahony, an attendant, with a tray 
in his hand. Mabony immediately turned 
and ran towards the bar. Following him, the 
witness found the bar open, and ht up, the 
barmaid being inside it, There were four men 
standing at a table, with spirit glasses in 
their hands. 

IN THE SMOKEROOM. i 

He questioned the barmaid, and she said: 
“I had not the bar open; i was counting 
the change. Surely you are not going to get 
a girl sacked for nothing.’ Give me a chatice.”’ 
_ When he asked Mahony why he ran, he 
answered: * Well, she was told to shat the 
bar. I also told her. I always have to run 
in this place." 

Mr. Carmichael, the manager, when ques- 
tioned by the witness, said that the bar was 
closed at 9.30 p.m., an@ hé saw the bar- 
maid washing ened He also looked in at 
9.45 p.m., when there was no one in the bar. 
He could not account for the men in the 
smokeroom. | 

DIRECTOR'S STATEMENT. 

After the witness left the hotel Mahony ran 
after him and said: “Sir James Percy wishes 
to have a conversation with you.” He re- 
4urned, and Sir James said to him: “I am 
one of the directors. There was no breach 
of the regulations committed to-night. 1 was 
running about the place all the evening, and 
I can say that the bar was shut at 9.50 
p.m., and I will swear it, too. There has 
never been a breach for the last thirty year’s, 
and the place has been well conducted; and 
T am sorry, as you know what it will mean 
for these premises.’’ He told Sir James 
that he was not there at the bar at 10.5 p.m. 

At 10.25 p.m. two mien approached the bar, 
and one said: “Is there no chance of getting 
a drink-—are they after closing?’ Another 
man staggered into the room and asked the 
witness: ‘Will you have a small one?” 
(Laughter.) This man was hopelessly and 
helplessly drunk. He gave the name Browne, 
dentist, Church street, Athlone. There was 
a dance in the hotel that night. 

Inspector Ryan and Sergeant Hunt gave 
corroborative evidence. ~ 

DANCE IN HOTEL, 

Mr. Thomas Carmichael, manager of the 
hotel, stated that on the date in question 
there was a dance in the hotel. At 9.20 p.m. 
he told the hall-porter to tell the barmaid to 
close the bar at 9.30. lt was the first day 
that this particular bar was opened, and 
when he went down at 9.35 he found the bar 
closed. ‘The barmaid was inside counting the 
cash, but there was no light in the bar. 

Shortly after 10 p.m. the witness was sent 
for by the superintendent, who requested the 
bar to be opened, and made a search. There 
were no men in the bar at the time, but 
people were passing from the lounge to the 
gentlemen’s toilet room. Mr. Browne came 
fo the hotel at 6.45 and registered taking a 
room. He then went to his room and 
dressed for dinner, and afterwards danced in 
the ballroom. He had had some drink before 
he came to the hotel, but was quite capable. 

In reply to the superintendent, the witness 
said that he was not aware that the four men 
sitting at the table had glasses before them. 

Did vou see Mr. Browne*approach me and 
ask me would I have a small “‘’un’’? 

The Witness—I did. 


BARMAID’S EVIDENCE. 

Miss O'Sullivan, barmaid, stated that she 
was warned to close the bar sharp at 9.30, 
and she did so. When leaving the bar she 
met Superintendent Casserly, who asked her 
what she was doing in the bar after closing 
time, and she told Fás that she was counting 
the cash and washing the glasses. She did 
not see Mr. Browne at all that night, and, 
therefore, could not have served him, with 
drink. | 

In reply to Superintendent. Casserly, the 
witness admitted that when he ‘¢hallenged her 
for being in the bar she said: “ Have a heart. 
I was counting my cash. Dont get me 
sacked.”’ (Laughter.) 

FINE OF £5. 

Other witnesses having been examined for 
the defence, Mr. O'Connor addressed the Court 
at length. and submitted that there was no 
sale of drink; that if guests required a drink. 
it was not necessary for them to go to the bar 
at all, as they could obtain it from the 
dispense bar, there being a dance in the hotel 
that night; and that Mr. Browne was not 
drunk to the knowledge of the manager. 

The Justice, having reviewed the evidence, 
fined the defendant £5 for keeping open, and 
endorsed the licence. He dismissed the case 
for permitting drunkenness.

LIQUOR OFFENCES. 


TWO HOTEL MANAGERS FINED 


In the Dublin District Court yester- 
day, before Mr. Cussen, Miss Lizzie 
Doran, manageress of the Royal Ex- 
change Hotel, Parliament street, was 


charged on a summons with having, on the 
17th March last, sold intoxicating liquors, the 
hotel not being licensed. There was a further 
charge of keeping whiskey, wines, brandy and 
orter on the premises for sale on the 27th 
March. 

Thomas P. Callanan, manager of the 
Clarence Hotel, Wellington quay, was charged 
with having, on the Sth March, aided and 
abetted in the commission of an offence 
against the licensing laws by sending liquor 
from that hotel to the Royal Exchange Hotel 
to be sold there. 

Guard Stewart (78 B) stated that between 
1 and 2 p.m. on St. Patrick’s Day he went to 
the Royal Exchange Hotel, where he had 
dinner and was supplied with a bottle of 
porter, for which he paid 9d. to the hall- 
porter, 

In reply to Mr. Rearden (instructed by Mr. 
Green, solicitor), for the defence, the witness 
said that he told the porter that he had 
motored from the country with some friends 
and could not get a drink as a “bona fide.”’ 
as he had not a railway ticket. He was in 
mufti when he entered the hotel, | 
Mr. Rearden said that the defence was that 
there had been no sale by the hotel, but that 
the hall-porter obliged the Guard by giving 
him a bottle of stout which he had for his 
own consumption in his locker, and that the 
manageress was not aware of the transaction. 
The hall-porter stated that he had a dozen 
of stout in his locker for friends whom he 

pected up from the country, 
Pent had no knowledge of this, and he got a 
shilling from the Guard for the stout. 

Miss Doran stated that she had no know- 
ledge that the porter had sold drink. 

Mr. Cussen said that he would dismiss the 
case against Miss Doran, and that the Civic 
Guard could consider the evidence given by 
the porter. : 

BOUGHT FROM OTHER HOTEL. 
The second charge against Miss Doran and 
Callanan was then taken up jointly. 


Inspector O'Callaghan stated that on the 


27th March. he visited the. Royal. Exchange 
Hotel and ásked Miss Doran if she hád any 
intoxicating drink .on, the. premises. She 


replied that they kept a little for their own 
use. He searched the premises and found a 
large quantity of bottled stout, with the 
Clarence Hotel Jabel on the bottles,: "baby 
bottles of whiskey and a bottle of Sandeman’s 
port, He asked Miss Doran why she had 
su supply, and she said; “I pot it. for 
visitors to the house, so that I. might be able 
to supply them when they wan it. »¥o 
let it run a long time!”’ | " 
Mr. Rearden did not controvert the facts, 
and gave an undertaking that the practice 
would cease immediately.

Limerick yester- 
day for being found unlawfully on the pre- 
mises: of Williain Frost. publican, Ellen 
street, who was fined £3. with licence endorse- 
ment, for a breach of the licensing laws on 
Sunday, the 27th March last. Three civilians 
named Wallace. O’Mara and Reddan, who 
were also found on the premises, were fined

The evidence of Superintendent O'Reilly 
showed that when he visited Mr. Frost’s pre- 
mises and demanded admission at 9 p.m. the 
door was not opened to him for nearly a 
quarter of an hour. When he entered he 
found the Guards named there, When ques- 
tioned each of them gave a different reply 
as to his reason for being on the premises. 

The defence was that the Guards, being on 
leave, were asked by the publican to go in, 
They did so, and, hearing voices inside, 
interrogated the three civilians who were on 
the premises. While this was going on, the 
Superintendent arrived, and they told him 
what’ had happened. 

Mr. Gaffney, who appeared for the Guards, 
said that the defendants were “ the flower of 
the force in Limerick,’ and he was sure that 
the Court would allow them to resume duty 
with unblemished characters. The prosecu- 
tion had been brought so that the Guards 
might ‘be able to explain their position in the 
public Court.

SUNDAY CLOSING IN 
THE NORTH. 
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INCREASED DRINKING IN 
CLUBS, 


Since the closing on Sundays of licensed 
premises became the law in Northern Ireland 
there has heen a considerable increase in the 
drinking of intoxicating liquor in clubs.

The Court found that the club had heen 
managed in stich a way as to constitute 
grounds of objection to the renewal of. its 
certificate 

The Resident Magistrate ssid that there 
had been, excessive consumption of. infoxi- 
eating liquor in this club. for its membership, 
According to the president, its membership 
was now 260. According to the list sent in 
last November, its membershin then was 218. 

The supply. of _ intoxicating liever pur 
chased from 26th January until 18th April 
(12 weeks) was:—-2.450 dozen bottles of 
stout, 20 firkins (1,440 pints) stout. 124 dozen 
beer, 228 bottles of whiskey, 20 gallons 
whiskey, 288 naggins whiskey. 5 bottles of 
hwandy. 25-hottles of ram, 10 bottles..of gin, 
139 hottles of port... 

Sunday was the principal day of visitors. to 
this club... The average number on each of

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT, 
LIMERICK, Friday. 

Twenty-nine premiums were awarded at the 
third annual show and sale of registered 
dairy, pure-bred Shorthorn, Aberdeen Angus 
and Hereford bulls held to-day in the Pad- 
docks, Limerick, under the auspices of the 
Irish Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Society, 
Limerick branch. It was the last event of its 
kind this season, and the organisers have 
good reason to be satisfied with the result 
of their exertions. From 50 at the inaugural 
fixture the entries rose to 132 to-day, and 
there has also to be noted a steady improve- 
ment in the quality of the exhibits. The 
latter fact is emphasised by the large number 
of premiums awarded. At the same time it 
must be said that the proportion of poorly- 
hred stock was higher than at other centres, 
while the manner in which some of the stock 
were shown was disappointing. If bulls in- 
tended for exhibition are not given sufficient 
exercise at home their chances of success in 
the show ring are appreciably reduced. There 
is also something to be said for showing the 
stock in fairly good condition. It invariably 
adds to their value. These are hints which 
owners might take to heart. 

Breeders of dairy cattle in the County 
Limerick have set an éxample to other parts 
of the county, There are 7,500 cows under 
test. as against 2,000 in 1922, and the average 
milk yield for the county is 600 gallons. This 
is inevitable where a standard of 800 gallons 
is aimed at, two well-filled classes being pro- 
vided to-day for bulls whose dams and sires’ 
dams have records of 800 gallons or over. 
Limerick claims to have more bulls of this 
description than any other part of the Free 
State. .For bulls of the special class here 
referred to Mr. M. Murphy, Ballagran, won 
the Dunraven Challenge Cup with Cappananty 
Boy, which realised 76 guineas. Mr. M. 
Raleigh. Knocklong, was reserve with Lime- 
vick’s Best.

GENEVA, Friday. 

I am informed that it is virtually 
certain that the three-Power Naval Con- 
ference will be held at Gen.va on June 
20th. Neither Great Britain nor Japan 
intends to request a change of the location 
and arrangements, which are now almost 
completed, to utilise the League of Nations 
Secretariat for the machinery of the 
negotiations. 

The meetings will probably be held in 
the rooms of the League headquarters at 
the Hotel National. The belief is held 
that both France and Italy will be repre- 
sented by ‘‘observers:” at the Naval Con- 
ference, despite the Quai d’Orsay’s last 
note politely rejecting the invitation. 

The information here from Rome 
indicates that Signor Mussolini at the 
last minute will agree to send some. sort 
of delegate, and it is believed that France 
will be forced to follow suit, as Paris 
cannot afford to be left out of aconference, 
especially where Mediterranean interests 
and the future of submarines are at 
stake.

An extraordinary affair has occurred at 
Charlestown on the Natal border, where 
a farmer named Swart escaped from a 
constable; who was attempting to arrest 
him. 

In the ensuing pursuit Swart fired at 
and wounded the constable, and eventually 
took refuge in a stone kraal, firing on the 
police as they surrounded him. Swart at 
length eluded the cordon and entered the 
village, where he ran amok, shooting 
several people, while the police were still 
absent hunting for him. 

Altogether Swart killed seven people and 
wounded two. Those killed include 
Captain Ashman and Head Constable 
Miller and two women. Swart then killed 
his wife and finally committed suicide. . 

Later. 

Before committing suicide, Swart shot 

dead five police officers, his wife, his 


daughter-in-lay and a farm manager, and 


wounded three other people.

BRITISH DELEGATE’S

WHAT CHINA WANTS. 

Mr. Chao, the Chinese delegate, made a 
lengthy statement, in which he complained 
of the tariff restrictions under which China 
was suffering, and claimed on behalf of 
China freedom to decide her own economic 
policy. 

Political and economic instability in 
China were, he declared, mainly due to the 
delay in the abolition of the present 
restrictions. He further said that China 
needed capital for the purpose of develop- 
ing her unlimited natural resources, and 
that the only solution to the unemployment 
there appeared to be in the complete 
industrialisation of China through foreign 
co-operation. 


£1,000 DAMAGES. 


MR, SMITH’S BILL FOR 
SLANDER, 
ccicistsntepiliantte 


Sir Samuel Instone, the Cardiff shipowner 
and colliery proprietor; was awarded £1,000 
damages and costs against Mr. Herbert 
Smith, President of the Miners’ Federation, 
for slander, at Leeds Assizes yesterday. 

The words complained of were spoken at a 
public meeting. when Mr. Smith was alleged 
to have said—‘‘If I want trouble, I can soon 
get it with the Welsh swindler at Askern. I! 
mean the owner of the pit; Sir Samuel In- 
stone.”’ 

The words complained of were said to have 
heen spoken at a meeting held at a cinema 
at Askern, Yorkshire. 

Sir Samuel is chairman of the Askern Coal 
and Iron Company. On September 29th, in 
the fifth month of the coal dispute, notice 
was given that the company intended to open 
the pit on October 4th on day-to-day en- 
gacements, on pre-strike terms, until a 
general settlement was reached, when the 
position would be reviewed. 

Mr. Smith’s speech was delivered October 
5. Mr. Smith denied uttering the slander, 
and claimed that the words used by him 
were not capable of the meaning placed upon 
them.. Alternately, he submitted that the 
words were spoken on a privileged. occasion, 
and without malice. 

The defence of privilege, however, was 
withdrawn yesterday morning. 

The counsel were :—For plaintiff: Mr. W.

ACTIVITIES, 


Very encouraging accounts of the work 
of the Alexandra College Guild during the 
past year were given at the openifig 
session of ‘the Guild Conference in the 
Alexandra (College, Dublin, yesterday 
evening. 

Lady Arnott, D.B.E., whe presided, 
said that Miss White wanted so much to 
take the chair that evening, and she knew 
how much disappointed they were not to 
see Miss White in her usual place. Miss 
White had deputed her to read thie 
message to them :— 

‘It is a very keen disappointment to me 
that [ am prevented, by my accident, from 
presiding to-night, which I had much looked 
forward to being able to do. Lady Arnott 
has most kindly thrown herself into the 
breach, and is taking my. place. The 
accounts of the Guild undertakings, which 
ate to be read to you, show how much gvod 
work is being done by means of the various 
Guild activities, and | feel that it is a cause 
for much thankfulness that our various 
organisations continue to receive such 
generous support. The Guild is under a deep 
debt of gratitude to the members who, in 
connection with the Tenement Houses, the 
Working Girls’ Hostel, the Factory Girls’ 
Club, the Bursaries Scheme, the Pembroke 
Gardens Cottages, and the organisation of 
the Guild itself, do such admirable work, 
and fulfil duties which are often onerous. Í 
should like to thank them very cordially in 
my own name and that of the Guild.’’ (An: 
plause. ) 

SYMPATHY WITH MISS WHITE. 

“IT think,’ said Lady Arnott, '' that you 
would like me, on your behalf, to express our 
very warm sympathy with Miss White in her 
very trying accident, and also to tell her 
that she has the earnest wishes of all of us 
for a very speedy recovery. (Applanse.) Her 
indomitable courage and wonderful patience 
have worked marvels so far, and I think we 
may be hopeful of her recovery very shortly.” 
(Applanse.) 

GRENVILLE STREET HOUSES. 

Miss L. Lyon gave an account of what had 
heen done in connection with the Alexandra 
Tenement Houses and Holiday Fund (Gren- 


hip 
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ville street). Beginning with the effects 
of the coal stmke, she said that to 
their tenants it meant being without 
any means of heating or cooking. 


At one period several families had no hot 
meals at all. That was at the worst moment 
of the panic, and yet there was not much 
complaining, The St. Vincent de Paul Society 
was most helpful; for through them they were 
able to get a bag of coal for each tenant at 
a time when it was almost unprocurable by | 
anyone. The Society was most prompt and 
kind. The emergency fund was very low just 
then, but one or two friends sent cheques in 
case of emergency, and after that the money 
flowed in, and that without any appeal. With 
this money they were able to supply the 
tenants with wood and turf. 

Consequent on the strike there had been a 
frightful amount of unemployment and 
poverty, and owing to this unemployment the 
demands on the emergency fund were very 
great. The College always had been splendid 
in standing behind them. There had also 
been a great deal of illness, They missed 
very much Lady Ardilaun, her understanding 
af their wants. and her unfailing sympathy. 
The interest on her legacy which was held by 
the College Guild never would amount to the 
sums that she gave them and was ready 
to give. Lady Arnott had very generously 
given money for pensions io two women who 
live on outdoor relief, which was about 7s. 6d. 
a week. They appreciated the allowance very 
much, indeed, 

The playroom was one of their greatest 
astets, and their regret was that it was open 
for so short a time. Having given some 
details of the various tenarits, Miss Lyon ap- 
pealed for more rent collectors to help them, 
for clothing of every description and any- 
og, useful, and money for the emergency 
und. : 

‘‘ We have a lot te live up to," she con- 
cluded—‘‘the example of Lady Ardilaun in 
personal thought for others, Miss White's ideals 
which we have tried to make our own, and 
the tenants’ opinion of the Guild which we 
represent.” 

SUMMERHILL HOUSES. 

Mrs. Greville, reporting on the Alexandra 
Tenement Houses (Summerhill), referred to 
the loss occasioned by the departure of Mrs. 
Stubbs from Finglas, where she had done 
such excellent work in finding cottages for 
the holiday and taking the children out and 
back. Mrs. Greville asked for members 
living, possibly, in the Malahide district to 
take up similar work. There had been good 
outings during the summer. Their play- 
ground had been a real success. 

They also had had their’coal crisis, but 
they, toe, got money, and Miss’ Reid, one of 
theiy most valued helpers, got turf for the 
tenants. She thanked the students and 
others who sent clothing, and their parents 
for allowing them to do so. Some interesting 
facts ab@ut the tenants were told in the 
report, and advice was asked about sending | 
the children away. Readable library books 
were wanted, clothes,, money, and dental 
tickets, 


WORKING GIRLS’ GLUB. 

Miss H. Webb, in a report on the Alex- 
andra Working Girls’ Club, said that they 
had had a very successful season. There were 
53 girls on the roll, and the attendance was 
extraordinary, five members not missing a 
single night. The penny bank was fairly 
good, but not so many girls tonk part in it 
as she would like. There had, of course, been 
slackness of work and sickness. The expendi- 
ture was greater than their receipts. The 
had not enough annual subscribers—only 14, 
and she.did not get a single new subscriber. 
Out of 58 girls, 53 had qualified for the 
excursion this year, a bigger number than 
ever qualified before, and goodness knows 
where they were going to get: the money to 
send them all away. 

In -canelusion,” Mies Webb said that she 
had rpn?this club for 25 years—(applause)— 
and she now. wished to hand it over to a 
yew secretary. She appealed for help for 
the holiday fund; for annua! subscriptions, 
for help towards the excursions, and for 
helpers in the work of the club. 


-. BURSARIES SCHEME. 
Miss E. Perry, B.A., in a report on the 
Guild Bursaries, said that four deaths ee: 
curred in 1926, and three in 1927. One lady 
resigned. Seven new names were added to 
the list in 1926 and five in 1927, the total 
now being 46, and of these 37 received whole 
bursaries, six half, and three grants. They 
could never have reached this splendid total 
but for the generous support of friends and 
members of the Guild, all of whom they 
thanked. During the fuel crisis last Novem: 
ber the coal and emergency fund was well 
supported. Money simply poured in, and 
one contribution of £20 was sent anonymously 
“in memory of a beloved motber.’’ 

She was sorry to say that they had not 
been able to do anything with regard to the

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BILL IO PREVENT 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


REJECTED ON. SECOND 
READING. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 


WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

. veo alterca very strenuous week, it might 
have been sup that members would 
attend in large uumhbets to support the second 
reading of the Prevention of Unemployment 
Bill, which Mr, George Hall presented for 
cpnsidepation this afternoon. Until one begun 
to examine the bill's provisions, it might have 
been thought that the hon. member for 
Aberdare had discovered a solution fore, 
problem which has baffled successive Govern: 
ments. Mr, Hall himself, in his explanatory 
speech, asserted that the subject was of far 
more, unportance than the topic which -bas 
engaged the attention of the House for the 
past four days, and he was frankly disap- 
pointed at the sparse attendance. At one 
time there se, have been forty members 
in the House, but the average was nearer to 
twenty. ! 

The mair purpose of the till was the estab- 
lishment of a National Employment and De- 
velopment Board, Which would be given 
power, through Home and Colonial Depart- 
ments, to make grants or loans for the pro 
motion of employment schemes in the United 
Kingdom or any part of the British Empire. 
He derided the efforts of the Ministry of 
Labour to deal with the unemployment ques- 
tion, and chaffed the Minister upon paying 
more attention to the compilation of statistics 
and the administration of unemployment in- 
surance than he gave to what ought'to be the 
primary function of the Department. He had 
no doubt that the Government would argue 
that this was a bad bill, but, at any rate, it 
was considerably better than an*thing that 
had been forthcoming from the Ministry. 

Mr. J. Gibbins, in seconding the motion for 
ihe second reading, rather “” damped 
enthusiasm by saying that no one expected 
that the measure would solve the unemploy- 
ment problem at once. The nation, however, 
should be given te understand that it was 
less costly in the long run to make prepara- 
tions in advance. : 

THE MEASURE OPPOSED. 

Mr. Herbert Williams, the Conservative 
member for Reading, proposed the rejection 
of the Bil!, which he asserted would extend 
lureaucratic interference with industry, and 
yet would fail to achieve its professed object 
As a cure for unemployment, he had more 
faith in measures for stopping the importa- | 
tion of manufactured goods, which could 
equally well be produced at home. Dr. 
Vernon Davies thought it appropriate to 
remind the House that a Bill similar to this 
had already been twice turned down, and he 
could only conclude that it was again intro- 
duced as a peg on which to hang a debate. 

Mr. Johnston. the member for Dundee, 
suggested that the unemployed should make 
themsélves a nuisance. This would give the 
Government something to think about, and 
things would probably get moving. 

Sir Arthur Steel Maitland quite justi¥.ed 
the expectations of the promoters of the Bill 
in turning it down once more. The proposed 
Kody, he said, was an impossible one, in- 
vested with impossible functions, and the 
measure was bound to go to the limbo to 
which the other monetrositios had been rele- 
gated. 

A little breeze occurred between Sir Arthur 
and Mr. Maxtor, when the last-named, 
rising to put a question, was asked to have 
patience, “ Patience,” angrily exclaimed Mr. 
Maxton; ‘don’t counsel patience to me. | 
have had patience for three years, ever since 
vou took on your job,” (Labour cheers.) A 
little later the hon. member said that the 
worse unemployment became the more con- 
tented seemed the Minister in charge.

RETIREMENT OF SIR 
ROBERT PARR, 

—- > — 
WEEK’S VISIT 

DUBLIN. 

Sir Robert Parr, O.B.E., whose name is so 
well known in connection with the work of 
the National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, has retired from the 
directorship of the society, a position which 
he has held for 22 years. Sir Robert Parr 
has devoted his lifetime to the cause of suffer- 
ing childhood, and for over 38 years has 
worked on their behalf. In 1900 he became 
assistant secretary to the society, assistant 
director in 1904, and in 1905 was unanimously 
elected director. 

At that time the society had 198 inspectors, 
but to-day their number is 248. The centres 
of work have been increased from 1,035 to 
2,139, and prosecutions have been reduced 
from a percentage of 6.3 to 1.4. 

During Sir Robert Parr's directorate the 
Children’s Act was passed. and in this matter 
he took a very responsible part. When the 
war broke out he submitted a scheme to the 
War Office authorities dealing with soldiers’ 
and sailors’ children. under which the society 
protected 85, children, and kept together 
hundreds of homes. 

For his efforts in this connection he was 
the recipient. of the Order of the British 


Empire. 

CHILOREN WELPED. 
In the matter: of legislation, Sir Robert 
has worked indefatigably during the last 
quarter of a century. He has frequently 
given evidence before .Royal Commissioners 
and Committees of the House of Commons, 
and, has. just served on the Parliamentary 
Committee appointed to investigate the ques- 
tion of. offences’ against young persons. 
Pethaps the best conception of Sir Robert 
Parr's ,werk can. be gained from the fact 
that one his. direetorate the society helped 
2,704,236 children, i : 
As a public orator, he has justly achieved 
renown; but, while helieving in the ideal, he 
has always said that haman problems could 
best he solved by combining the practical 
with the ideal. The society, for which Sir 
Robert Parr has ‘worked so well, has wide 
ramifications throughout Great Britain and 
Ireland, and every wear deals with 95,000 
children by protecting them from neglect, 
cruelty and other wrongs. Its moral in- 
fluence is felt in every town and village, and 
Governments have recognised time and again 
the importance of its work.
